Says St. Louis Bank 


ST. LOUIS, Mo— (/P)--Favorable in- 


fluences offset the detrimental effects 
of the summer-long drouth and hot 
weather, the Federal Reserve Bank of 
St.' Louis reported Wednesday, mid 
business and industry in the Eighth 
district during August and the first 
half of September "carried still furth- 
er the improvement which has been 
in progress with practically no inter- 
ruption since last fall." 


Among the beneficial factors, the 


bank said, were "almost complete ab- 
Sehce of the usual summer slump in 
industrial production, more confident 
and heavier purchasing of commodi- 
ties by merchants and ultimate con- 
sumers, rising prices of many import- 
ant raw materials, betterment of busi- 
ness of machinery, a hitjh rate of oper- 
ation at textile mills, increased pro- 
duction at mines and sustained activi- 
ties in the building industry." 


The bank said the upswing extended 
oth to producers' and consumers' 
ods, .with best results achieved in a 


jnumber of years .being reported by 
'•manufacturers of iroli and steel, lum- 
ber, glass, cement and other building 
materials. 


Distribution orsomc fall and winter

wholesaling and jobbing lines investi- 
gated by the bank showed increases 
from July to August and "without ex- 
ception increases over a year ago were 
recorded." 


Gauged by sales of department stores 


in the principal cities, the bank said 
the volume of retail trade in Aunust 
was 5.1 per cent greater than in July 
and 2.7 per cent in excess of August, 
1935. Combined sales of all wholesale 
and jobbing firms reporting to the 
bank in August were 6.8 per cent and 
14.5 per cent larger, respectively, than 
a month and a year earlier. 
' Consumption of electrical power by 
industrial users in the principal cen- 
ters increased substantialy over a year 
ago, the report continued, and build- 
ing permits issued for new construc- 
tion in August were largely in excess 
of a month and a year ngo. Output of 
bituminous coal reached the highest 
total for the month in recent years. 


Employment as a whole showed a 


slightly greater than usual seasonal in- 
crease, the bank commented. 


Turning to agriculture, the report 


iaid crop prospects suffered further 
deterioration during August and early 
September under the persistent heat 
and drouth, with cotton, corn, tobacco, 
fruits and vegetables and forage crops 
showing the "heaviest contraction." 


"Prices of farm products continued 


at their recent high levels," the bank 
asserted, "which fact, coupled with 
drouth relief measures taken by the 
government, will materially assist in 
relieving conditions in the rural ureas." 


Collections generally through the 


district were reported somewhat less 
favorable than curlier in the year, this 
being, "particularly true in sections 
most 
drastically 
affected 
by 
the 


drouth." Twenty-four commercial fail- 
ures in August with liabilities of 
$215,000 were almost identical to Aug- 
ust, 1935, when 24 firms also failed 
with liabilities of 5205,000.

Campaign Speech 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.-</P)-Pre.sidcnt 


Roosevelt opened his campaign for an- 
other New Deal victory at the Novem- 
ber election with a repudiation Tues- 
day night of Communist support and 
an assault on present and past Re- 
publican leaderships. 


Voicing confidence in the result of 


the campaign, Mr. Roosevelt told dele- 
gates to the New York state Demo- 
cratic convention packed into every 
corner of the National Guard armory 
that the Republican leadership would 
"never comprehend the need for a 
program of social justice and of re- 
gard for the well-being of the masses 
of our people." 


A yelling, whistling throng greeted 


ihc president as he stepped onto the 
platform and chatted with Mrs. Roose- 
velt. 


Dressed in a powder blue suit, the 


president wiped his forehead 
from 


time to lime as powerful floodlights 
beat down on him. 


The crowd was silent as Mr. Roose- 


velt began an indictment of the pre- 
vious national administration by ac- 
cusing them of being "selfish," "short- 
sighted" and lacking in "courage" 
in the early days of the depression. 
He said they "neglected," they "ig- 
nored" and they "evaded." 


A sprinkling of boos mingled with a 


bit of applause as the president men- 
tioned the name of former Gov. Al 
Smith in referring to the days when 
they served together in the Now 
York state legislature when, he said, 
new social legislation was pushed for- 
ward. 


Shouted "noes" rang through the 


chamber when he asked whether any 
Americans would call these laws "radi- 
cal and alien" today.

The equalization board statement 


showed the following: 


In 1930 country assessments were re- 


duced $48,100; and in 1931 town assess- 
ments were cut J50.685. 


In 1932 country'assessments were re- 


duced still further, to the tune of $73,- 
075; and in 1933 town assessments also 
declined another $24,580. 


In 1934 country assessments dropped 


again, this time $10,895— but there the 
decline halted. 


In 1935 town assessments were raised 


a net amount of $53,285; and in 193G 
country assessments also went up, a 
net amount of $38,485.

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, Spain— 


The horrors.of 72-days siege of To- 
ledo's Alcazar fortress were Jearnec 
from the wasted and hysterical sur- 
vivors Tuesday night as then- Fascist 
rescuers drove on to Madrid. 


They talked of bullets, of shrapnel 


of dynamite, of only horseflesh to eat, 
of only a quart of water a person a day, 
of poison gas, and of women bearing 
children as the walls around them 
shook with blasts of death. 


"Seventy-two days of terror," one 


wounded Fascist cadet mumbled over 


"Seventy-two days of ter- 
and over, 
ror. 


Julio Gomez, 30, a Civil Guard, told 


how Fascist engineers within the fort- 
ress had studied reports from the 
fortress sentries who head the omi- 
nous b-r-r-r-ings of the drills below 
their self-imposed prison. They drew 
plans of the where the government 
mines were being laid and evacuated 
those sections of the citadel. • 


"Each time the mines were ex- 


ploded," Gomez said, "the sections had 
been evacuated. The dynamiters min- 
ed in vain, but the steady sounds of 
their drilling chilled us to the bone. 


Hold "Feast" 


"The last night before the arrival of 


our comrades (those who captured To- 
ledo and liberated them) we had a big 
festival. We killed our last mules and 
last horse and opened the last kegs 
of beer in the cellars. We ats as we 
never had before during the siege. 
Then we slept for the first time under 
the stars. 


When the rescuers finally broke 


through to the Alcabar they found all 
but 80 of the original 1,200 alive, in- 
cluding all the women and children, 
their lives saved by the strength and 
depth of the Alcazar's historic under- 
iround dungeons in which they hud- 
dled throughout the siege. 


One survivor held a methodical rec- 


ord. 


This is what it contained: 
Shells landed—11,200. Aviation at- 


tacks—30. 


Explosive missiles used—1,500 hand 


grenades, 2,000 dynamite bombs, 60 
aerial bombs, 35 gasoline cans thrown 
from airplanes, 200 bottles of flaming 
liquid. 


In one day 472 artillery shells wert 


hurled into the fortress. 


Three besieged Fascists took their 


own lives; five died natural deaths; 57 
"disappeared by explosions," 30 others 
deserted or unaccountably disappear- 
ed, the note stated.

First Learn Cause

Most people do the wrong thing. Faint 
ing or unconcsiousness may be due to j 
weakened action of the heart, or to:

^ in' flie 'brain will burst, and the pres- I

cause they have inhaled a poisonous 
gas or an anesthetic, such as opium,

people become unconscious because

"*1?inallyr there are people who become 


, dizzy because of some disturbance of 


the balance sense in the body. These 
people also may fall unconscious. 


Obviously, it is of the greatest im- 


portance to know why the person has 


•"""••"'lost consciousness, and to take the 
,- • emergency steps that may be necessary 


, to. save life after the cause is properly

j£*i SjH-SGin .will" first determine the rate 
f* 
an« strength of the pulse, to see how 
" ,', ihe .condition is affecting the circula- 
£LJ 'tron of the blood. If the pulse rate is

between 76 and 90 and strong, he 


& ,», realizes that there is no immediate 


danger of death from failure of the 
circulation. 


He will, however, also listen to. the 


heart to determine whether its sounds 
are correct He will study the color 
of the face. If there is great pallor, 
blueness, or a purple color, he will 
realize that there is something wrong 
with the blood. In carbon monoxide 
poisoning, a purple color is present. In 
asphyxiation, the skin is blue. In un- 
consciousness due to shock, the face 
may be very pale. 


The doctor will see if the skin is 


hot or cold, and determine the pres- 
ence of perspiration. He will look at 
the eyes to see if the pupils are equal 
or unequal In size, and if they are 
dilated or contracted. Poisonous drugs 
have varying effects on the size of the 
eye pupils. Unequal size of the pu- 
pils is a sign of injury to the brain, 
such as brain hemorrhage. 


The doctor will examine the surface 


of the scalp to see whether the skull 
has been injured. A fracture of the 
skull or a crushing injury beneath 
the skin will of course, cause uncon- 
sciousness. 


In very hot weather, or in the case 


of people who. work in foundries, 
kitchens, or laundries, sunstroke and 
heatstroke may be responsible for un- 
consciousness!

But they may, wlthnl, as Francis 


Brett Young well proves in his "Far 
Forest" (Roynal and Hitchcock: $2.SD>. 


The author has dipped his pen into 


the murky smog of Industrial south- 
west England to inscribe the history of 
a provincial love—a splendid passion, 
forged In the chain shops of cursing, 
lustful Black Country men, and tem- 
pered in the cool, quiet streams of for- 
est lands "across the ridge." 


Born miller the blight of an ancestry 


which is completely unsympathetic 
with their ideals, two children fight 
to threw off their shackles and drive 
toward different goals, to find, finally, 
that happiness Is really only a com- 
promise between what they strove for 
and what they already had. 


There is no straining to unveil per- 


fection; the mood throughout is that of 
unretcuchccl life. Even those snuls 
who prospect horizons beyond the 
Black Country first do penance to their 
destiny of sordidne.ss. 


Despite this darkening tone, "Far 


Forest" is spii it-lifting. Stark realty 
need not always connote tragedy; just 
as often, it means hope, laughter, tri- 
umps. The unfolding of these finer 
elements provide the emotional cli- 
maxes. 


That part of England which is the 


story's locale is Francis Brett Young's 
native country. He knows its streams, 
its hills and roads, and writes devoted- 
ly of them.

.in the twilight, because he never | 
knows when, around a curve or over j 
the brow of a hill, he will suddenly 
meet a pedestrian. If there is no curve 
or no rise, another car with lamps 
shJAing in his eyes, pulls a blank over 
Vision quite as effectively. 


This summer, we, who drive as care- 


* fully as anyone could, have had shock 
; after shock of this kind. One night 


'we met a whole family, father, mother 


• and four little children, all strung out 


on the road outside a small town. They 
never will know how close they came 
to death; that they were entirely in- 
.visible to us until we were within forty 


' feet of them. On the other lane were 
' dozens cf approaching cars, and to 
t have swerved, even if there had been 
i time, would have been a shambles. 


Misleading Signs

How we saved them, I 'do not know. 
, They did not so much as step one foot 
. out of the way. Facing us, they could 


see us come, but either they did not 


". know the danger, or were misled by 
; signs all through the district, which 
- said, "Walk on the left side cf the 
• road, facing traffic." Inside of five 


minutes, we met another group, three 
boys, arm-in-arm,- happily oblivious 
to death. This is why I think the na- 
tives of that stretch of country were 
pinning their hope of long life on 
those signs. 


The signs are all right. It is safer 


to face traffic than to turn one's back, 
of course. But the wording is too as- 
suring. A line should be added to 
walk beside the road, not on it, after 
dark. The day will come, and should 
be here, when sidewalks flank all 
roads. Most roads have level, hard 
"shoulders," which provide average 
footing, except in wet weather; but the 
temptation is to keep to concrete. 


Pedestrians' Rights Abridged 


I am not rooting for the motorist. 


Pedestrians have too few rights. But 
it is worse than defying lightning or 
artillery, to disregard the only life one 
has for the sake of principle. 


After the sun goes down, at dusk as 


well as in the deeper dark, no driver is 
better than half-a-driver when the 
lights of approaching cars shine in his 
eyes. All should "dip" their beams, 
but here we have the lazy ones who 
let you do all the dimming while they 
go murderously on their way. 


So I urge every parent to tell chil- 


dren to double their caution after sup- 
per. 
To think of any car with lights 


corning their way, as sudden death. 
To give it as wide a berth as an ex- 
press train, and wider. I pray daily 
that the whole system of car-vision at 
night may be changed. The direct-ray 
idea is outworn, inefficient and even 
vicious. Where are the experts on 
such things?

School Lunch 


From the standpoint of health, the 


school lunch is no more important 
than any other meal, but the difficulty 
comes in providing the right foods 
for this meal and in serving it in a 
wholesome setting. 


In the rural school, where room and 


equipment arc necessarily limited, a 
hot soup or hot drink may easily be 
prepared and served to supplement the 
cold lunch brought from home such 
as milk, creamed vegetable soup, veg- 
enble.v, meat and vegetable stew, cus- 
tard. Where no supplementary disli 
is served, each child should carry a 
bottle of milk. 


Generally speaking, cold lunches are 


unappetizing and dry; so many times 
they are eaten as the children run 
around the .school yard, which hinders 
digestion and lowers the vitality of the 
body. If a hot dish is served and the 
children are taught to sit down and cat 
properly, it will be much bettor for 
the children's health and manners. 


Packing the Lunch 


The secret of satisfactory packing 


are to keep all flavors separate and 
to prevent the food's being mashed. 


Wax paper, paraffin cups or car- 


tons, glass jars or glasses with closely 
fitted lids insure the .separation of 
flavors. Sandwiches, cookies, and in 
fact, each article of food should be 
wrapped separately in 
wax 
paper. 


Heavy things should be placed at the 
bottom and the container should be 
carried in the same position in which 
it is packed. Paper napkins and drink-

Mix all dry ingredients, add butler 


or oil and cook to a paste over hot 
water. Add milk slowly and cook, 
stirring conslantly until it thickens. 
Bent eggs slightly, pour the hot mix- 
lure slowly over the eggs-, add the 
vinegar slowly, return to heat and 
cook until thick. It is done when it 
coats the spoon thoroughly. Turn into 
sterilized fruit jar, seal and put in 
cool place. This salad dressing will 
keep two or three months and is 
handy to use in preparing sandwiches.
